Their harmonies blend into a 
chord, individual characters interact, and songs of all styles and eras 
unite to tell one story. Glee Club is steeped in tradition, and it’s that 
delicate combination of tradition and innovation that makes this 
show both meaningful and special. 

It was an honor to be able to work with such a talented group of 
students. What the Glee Club members created in such a short time 
is, quite simply, nearly impossible. So perhaps it is fitting that their 
show centers on a character that wants to achieve something that is 
nearly impossible. Our individual journeys will (hopefully) not mimic 
the characters we see onstage, but I hope that as you watch this 
production, you remember that only if we strive to reach our full 
potential, to “Go The Distance/’ will we discover the heights that we 
can achieve.

ABOUT OUR DIRECTOR 


Ann Arbor, Michigan native Joshua Glassman has appeared both on stage 
and on the podium. As a singer, his multifaceted performances include 
opera, art song, choral music, musical theatre, and cabaret. As a conductor 
and educator, Joshua’s main mission is to bring a love of vocal music to 
new audiences and tomorrow’s performers. 

On the podium, Mr. Glassman seeks to preserve the American choral 
tradition. In June of 2015, he led the Mt. Vernon Consort in an evening 
featuring the premiere of Peter Dayton’s Light and Mystery: Suite from an 
American Mass. Flanking the work were folk hymns, spirituals, and settings 
of Latin texts by Samuel Barber and R. Nathaniel Dett. For three summers, 
he headed the choir program at Point Counterpoint Camp in Vermont, 
leading string players between the ages of eight and eighteen in a chorus 
designed to promote aural skills. 

Though he is a tenor deeply rooted in established styles, Joshua has 
premiered many new works including the role of Dean Clarkson in the 
widely acclaimed opera by Frances Pollock, Stinney. He also enacted the role 
of Henry Crawford in the American premiere of Jonathan Dove’s Mansfield 
Park. Other notable stage credits include Lensky in Eugene Onegin and 
Lysander in A. Midsummer Night's Dream. 

As a soloist, Joshua performs a wide array of genres ranging from art song 
to oratorio. Prominent recital appearances include the Embassy Series in 
Washinton, D.C. and a performance in April, where he premiered a cycle of 
Yiddish folk songs by Baltimore-based composer, Joshua Bornfield. 

Notable oratorio credits include Bach’s ’’Magnificat,” Schubert’s "Mass in 
G," Rossini’s "Petite Messe Solennelle," Handel’s "Dixit Dominus," and 
Haydn’s "Harmoniemesse." 

Mr. Glassman holds degrees from the University of Michigan (BM ’12) and 
the Peabody Institute of the Johns Hopkins University (MM ’15).
